4 . Method of Recruitment. ( 1 ) Junior Time Scale. - -Recruitment to the 
Indian Postal Service , Class I, Junior Time Scale , shall be made in the following 
manner :

service imposed upon an officer under suspension is set aside in appeal 
or on review under these rules and the case is remitted for further 
inquiry or action or with any other direction , the order of his suspension 
shall be deemed to have continued in force on and from the date of 
the original order of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement and 
shall remain in force until further orders , 


( 4 ) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement from 

service imposed on an officer is set aside or declared or rendered void 
in consequence of or by a decision of a court of law and the Punishing 
Authority , on a consideration of the circumstances of the case , decides 
to hold a further inquiry against him on the allegations on which the 
penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement was originally 
Imposed , the officer shall be deemed to have been placed under 
suspension from the date of the original order of dismissal, removal or 
compulsory retirement and shall continue to remain under suspension 
until further orders.
